Art. 3. To receive and act on the reports of all officers, 
committees, trustees and commissioners of the town. 


Art. 4. To see what the town will do with the money 
received from the County called Dog Fund. 


Art. 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as shall be necessary to defray town charges for the coming 


year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will make an appropriation 
for the Library. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will raise $250.00 for the 
improvement of the East Whately Cemetery. 


Arr. 8. To see if the town will raise money for ceme- 
tery purposes. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of revenue, to pay town charges the coming year and 
issue a note or notes therefore payable within one vear. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will choose a director in 
accordance with Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, Section 1, to 
serve one year or pass any votes relative thereto. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will appropriate $150.00 to 
be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture in 
accordance with the provisions or for the purpose of Chapter 
273, Acts of 1918 or for the support of demonstration work 
under the direction of the Agent or Instructors of the trustees 
on land owned by the town or any residence thereof or pass 
any vote relative thereto. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will authorize the assessors 
to secure the services of two men to assist in the re-valuation 
of the property of the town. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies in each of the postoffices of Whately, seven 
days at least before holding said meeting. 


Fail not to make return with your doings thereon to the 
Town Clerk at time and place of said meeting.

Selectmen’s Report 


We have expended a great deal more money maintaining 
our highways, than in past years, partly due to inereased 
traffic, and partly because of severe damages caused by the 
showers of August 15 and 16. 


We felt the Town was liberal indeed in their appropria- 
tion at the beginning of the year and with the aid of the 
State to the amount of $1,950, we hoped to make a start to 
harden our most traveled roads, but continued snow storms 
during February and March, together with the severe thun- 
der storms of August, blighted our fond hopes of permanent 
improvements except perhaps in providing better culverts 
of which we have yet many to install. 


The highway work was carried on from. April Ist to Octo- 
ber Ist under the direction of the State Engineer under 
Chapter 155, Acts of 1918, from whom we received much 
benefit and many valuable ideas. We feel that if we ean con- 
tinue in the same manner we will notice an improvement 
before many years in all our highways. 


Following is a completed list of expenditures in the high- 
way department during the year and we hope the taxpayers 
will feel free to ask for more detailed explanation in any 
items that do not appear clear to them, at our annual meeting 
in February. We have before us a problem, that of repairing 
our several bridges. on the Williamsburg road damaged by 
the August storm. The county has promised us help in the 
work.

Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 
Gentlemen :— 


I have the honor to submit to you and thru you to the 
people of the town my third annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 


It is a pleasure to report that the Schools of Whately 
are having a very prosperous year. Five out of seven teachers 
resigned last spring, but success crowned our efforts and their 
places were filled with strong conscientious workers. 


EAST WHATELY 


The Primary room became over-crowded in September 
and a few of the youngest children had to be sent home. It 
is rather evident that a larger number of children from this 
district will have to be sent to South Deerfield to relieve the 
numbers in these schools. Cheaper and better educational 
advantages are given these children near Sugar Loat by 
sending them to South Deerfield, rather than by building a 
school house somewhere near the South Deerfield line. 

Some difficulty is experienced in heating the Kast 
Whately building. It is a great drawback that it is frequently 
necessary to dismiss school because the school house is too 
cold to keep school. 
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CENTER SCHOOL 


When the schools opened in September the primary room 
had more children than could be comfortably accommodated. 
The entrance age was raised to six years and any younger 
than that at the opening of school were not allowed to enter. 


The appointment of Miss Grace C. Smith, supervising 
principal of the Center Schools has been of great assistance 
in helping the other teachers to get started in their work. 
Whately is fortunate in having so interested and inspiring a 
teacher as Miss Smith to remain with us so long. 


It is to be hoped that as soon as building is a little less 
expensive a two-room addition may be made to the Center 
School building. 


WEST WHATELY 


The interior of the West Whately building was given 
a much needed fresh coat of paint. This school is having a 
prosperous year under the direction of Mrs. Dorothy Strippe. 


HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION 


During war times when very high wages could be ob- 
tained by boys and girls with simply a grammar school educa- 
tion the temptation has been for pupils to leave school and 
enter industry at the close of the grammar school period. 
The early entry of children into industry does not pay in 
the long run. This fact is presented in impressive form in 
the following table prepared by the U. S. bureau of eduea- 
tion. Comparing the wages of a group of children who left 
school at 14 years of age with another group who left at 18

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LEGISLATION 


The Legislature at its session, 1919, enacted some very 
important legislation in regard to schools. One of the laws 
most beneficial to the teaching profession is that by which 
$4,000,000 is withdrawn annually from the state income tax 
and distributed among towns and cities for the increase of 
teachers’ salaries. A town that pays a teacher six hundred 
and fifty dollars a year is reimbursed $100 by the state; a 
town paying a teacher of certain qualifications $750, is reim- 
bursed $150; a town paying a teacher of still greater qualifica- 
tions, $850, is reimbursed $200. This legislation was urgent 
as the low salaries paid have been driving*many teachers out 
of school work, and the attendance at the normal schools has 
been registering the effect of low salaries, in a rapidly decreas- 
ing enrollment. During the last vear there has been a serious 
scarcity of teachers throughout the country. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS 


It is well to record the changes in our teaching force 
from year to year. Miss Schroder and Miss Madison resigned 
the Center intermediate and primary and Miss Lois Smith 
and Miss Ethel Miner, graduates of Fitchburg Normal, were 
secured to take these schools. Miss Perry and Miss Quimby 
resigned from East Whately and Miss Crafts and Miss Mary 
Ragan were hired for these schools. 


Upon the resignation of Miss Allis just as school opened, 
Mrs. Josephine Hobbs was engaged for the West school. She 
remained only two weeks and Mrs. Dorothy Strippe was 
secured for this school.

Report of Supervisor of Music 


Sight singing is called the most important part of any 
musie course but it has been proved that chorus singing great- 
ly strengthens those who are defective in tone. Most of the 
work done in grades seven and eight the past year has been 
the singing of songs. Before Christmas these grades were 
joined by the sixth grade. While the weather permitted the 
piano was used, greatly improving the tunefulness of the 
singing. 

If the two upper grades sing songs, close attention must 
be given to sight reading in the lower grades. <A sixth grade 
class is expected to know the technical points studied in the 
five previous grades, they should be able to sing with a good 
pleasing quality of voice, and they must be able to sing easily 
music of an ordinary degree of difficulty.
